A company has been organized at De- 


troit among the proprietors of the Michi- 
gan Central and Great Western Railroads, 
and their conneetions, to build a tunnel 
Mder the Detroit rirer. The plans have 
been prepared by E. 8. Chesbrongh, Chi- 
cago City Engineer, and the planner and 
engineer of the Chicago lake tunnel The 
surveys and borings in the river bed, 
made to the full depth of the contemplated 
tannel discovered tbe path across the 
river to be of stiff clay, and of the most 
laronble chancier for a work ot this kind. 
The work will consist of two tunnels, 
fifty feet apart, and 8,563 feet in length. 
They will be cylindrical in form, and 48 
fcet six inches in diameter. Tho shell el 
•masonry will be two feet thick. The 
grade of the tunnel, two feet in 100, with 
1,000 feet level line under the river. The 
estimated cost of the work is »2,639,000. 
The proposed capital stock is (3,000,00*, 
which, it is said, will be subscribed at 
owe, when the charter is obtained. A 
starter has already been obtained from 
the Michigan Legislature, aid a bill is 
ww before the Canada Parliament for a 
eharter from the Dominion.
